to save her life but was pronounced 
dead shortly afterwards. 

A 23-year-old man was later arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of murder and is cur¬ 
rently being questioned in police cus¬ 
tody. 

Although details of the woman’s 
identity will not be released by police 
until a post mortem examination has 


been completed, the Star understands 
she was heavily pregnant. 

Howard Road remained cordoned 
off yesterday afternoon while foren¬ 
sic teams continued to collect evi¬ 
dence. 

Residents living near the area 
where the woman was discovered 
spoke of their shock at the incident. 

Chloe Hickman (20), of Hailing 
Hill, said: “Harlow seems to be get¬ 
ting worse and worse. Not a lot goes 
on around here and I would never

expect something like this to happen 
right on my doorstep, especially to 
someone around the same age as me. 
It is really worrying.” 

Another resident, who asked not to 
be named, added: “There seems to be 
quite a lot of trouble in this area; you 
have to be careful.” 

Police have urged anyone with 
information to contact officers from 
the Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate at Harlow police station 
on 101.

As the surgery was closed the 
female pup was taken to the night 
clinic run by JAC Kew in Wych 
Elm, where vets were left with no 
option but to put her to sleep. 

According to head nurse Nicola 
Gunter, it was impossible to deter¬ 
mine how the puppy had sustained 
her injuries. 

“We can’t speculate on the 
cause of her injuries but we just 
know that they were so serious she 
wouldn’t have made it through the 
night,” she told the Star. 

“She had a fractured femur, a 
fractured foot and severe internal 
bleeding. The kindest thing we 
could do was to put her out of her 
misery. 

“The only person who knows 
exactly what happened to this poor 
puppy is the person who left her 
outside the vets in Toddbrook.”

An RSPCA spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed an investigation was under 
way into the events leading up to 
the puppy’s death and appealed for 
anyone with information to come 
forward. 

“At this stage it is unclear how 
the puppy sustained her injuries,” 
she said. “It may be that she man¬ 
aged to escape from her owners’ 
house before getting hit by a car, 
in which case we would appeal for 
the driver of the vehicle to contact 
us. 

“However, if evidence suggest¬ 
ing the puppy was beaten or 
abused comes to light, a post¬ 
mortem will be carried out with 
the view to prosecuting those 
responsible.” 


News of the puppy’s 
plight has led to the creation 
of a Facebook group - ‘Justice 
for Wicker The Pup’ - which has 
already attracted more than 1,500 
members. 

The forum was set up by animal 
lover Danielle Johnson, who said: 
“Someone somewhere knows 
what happened to this poor puppy. 
I don’t want to let whoever is 
responsible for this to get away 
with it. 

“God knows what the poor little 
thing went through before being 
dumped and left to die. It’s heart¬ 
breaking.”

I feel I've been g iven 
another chance at life

TEACHER Julian Ruddick is 
gearing up for his next life 
challenge despite being in 
remission from a devastating 
auto-immune disease for just 
seven months. 

With help from colleagues and pupils at 
Passmores Academy, Julian (40) is 
preparing to cycle, run and row more 
than 320 miles in five days 
to raise £100,000 to help 
other people suffering from 
Lupus - a condition which 
causes the immune system to 
attack the body 
Julian, lead teacher of 
student engagement, said it 
was when doctors advised 
him he would have to retire 
from work permanently that 
he vowed not to let the 
disease win. 

“Having always been an 
extremely healthy and active 
person it is hard to put into 
words just how demoralising

it is to suddenly not have the strength to 
do anything,’’said Julian. 

“To then be told at the age of 39 that I’d 
have to retire was awful. It was at that 
point I promised myself I would return 
to teaching one day and the day I did I 
would organise something massive to 


help raise greater awareness 
and funds for further research 
into this debilitating disease. 
Fortunately this is the stage I 
am at now.” 

All money raised from the 
challenge - dubbed The Lupus 
5 - will be split between three 
charitable groups: St Thomas’ 
JULIAN RUDDICK Hospital in Westminster, 

which is a world leader on the 
condition, Alderhey Hospital in 
Liverpool, which is a front runner for 
caring for children affected by the 
disease, and national organisation Lupus 
UK. 

The challenge will start on September 
13 when Julian, joined by students and 


colleagues, will cycle 125 miles from 
the Alderhey Hospital to Leicester and 
then a further 125 miles from Leicester 
to St Thomas’ Hospital the next day 
On day three the team will row 21 miles 
along the River Thames and on day four 
Julian will run a marathon from 
Twickenham to Waltham Abbey. Finally, 
on day five, he will tackle a second 
marathon from Waltham Abbey to 
Passmores Academy in Tracyes Road. 
Members of Fit4Less gym in Terminus 
Street are also raising money for Julian’s 
cause by taking part in a five-day 
ironman fitness challenge. 

“It is certainly going to be tough doing 
the challenge and also raising the 
£100,000,” said Julian, “but I am lucky 


to have such incredible support from 
everyone at Passmores. 

“All the staff and students are really 
rallying behind us to put on fundraising 
events and get sponsors on board so I 
know together we’ll get there.” 

He added: “I am just so happy to be in 
this position; it feels like I’m being 
given another chance at life. 

“We don’t want this to just be a 
Passmores thing, we want it to be a 
Harlow thing and hope as many people 
as possible will get involved.”

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Fire crews to 
strike today 
as talks over 
service cuts 
break down 


FIREFIGHTERS across 
Essex are due to take take 
industrial action today 
(Thursday) in protest at 
proposed cuts. 

The eight-hour walkout is the 
first of five planned by 
members of the Fire Brigades 
Union, who claim Essex Fire 
Authority’s cost-cutting plans 
could result in the loss of 
one-in-five frontline crews. 

A last-ditch attempt to avert 
the strike failed after 
conciliatory talks between the 
FBU, Essex Fire Authority 
and the Advisory, 

Conciliation and Arbitration 
Service (ACAS) broke down 
on Monday. 

And unless a compromise 
deal can be reached, the union 
has resolved to press ahead 
with further walkouts on July 
7, July 18, August 18 and 
October 18 after members 
voted overwhelmingly in 
favour of industrial action 
earlier this month. 

Alan Chinn-Shaw, Essex FBU 
chairman, said the decision to 
go on strike had not been 
taken lightly. “This is about 
cuts to frontline firefighters 
and changes imposed on 
firefighters,” he said. 

“We’ve had enough and the 
cuts are now directly 
impacting on public and 
firefighter safety. 

“The cuts and impositions 
continue while the fire 
authority says it wants talks. 
That simply undermines the 
talks before they start. 

“We have been very reluctant 
to set strike dates in the hope 
the fire authority will see 
some sense. Strike dates have 
now been set but there is still 
time to make progress and 
reach an agreement and we 
hope the fire authority takes 
that opportunity.” 

Fire service chiefs claim that 
disruption during the periods 
of industrial action will be 
kept to a minimum. 

According to the authority, 
more than 100 firefighters 
across the county have signed 
up to “resilience contracts” 
guaranteeing their availability 
during times of severe staff 
shortages, while dozens of 
retained crews will also be on 
hand to provide cover during 
the strikes. 

Assistant Chief Fire Officer 
Dave Bill said: “Clearly the 
best result for all sides and 
for the Essex community is 
for no strike action to take 
place and for the union to 
accept the offer of mediation. 
“However, the service has a 
responsibility to ensure the 
safety of our communities 
and that is a responsibility we 
take seriously and one we are 
not prepared to leave to 
chance with the threat of 
strike action looming. 

“We have an emergency fleet 
on standby and professional, 
trained Essex firefighters and 
officers ready to deliver a 
service countywide.” 


PAH pays damages for 
failure of nursing care 


THE widow of a man who died 
after contracting MRSA at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
has received an out-of-court 
settlement after the trust 
acknowledged “failings” in its 
duty of care. 

Angela Holbrook’s claim for dam¬ 
ages following the death of her hus¬ 
band Dennis in 2007 was initially 
defended by PAH. But the hospital 
backed down after an investigation by 
the health ombudsman found staff 
culpable of a string of medical and 
administrative errors. 

Criticising the hospital for poor 
record-keeping, lack of proper patient 
observation, delays in treatment and 
poor communication, the independ¬ 
ent watchdog said the trust had pro¬ 
vided “wholly inadequate” nursing 
care to Mr Holbrook, who fell seri¬ 
ously ill within six days of his admis¬ 
sion in November 2007. 

Doctors initially suspected his

fever was linked to an infection and 
requested barrier nursing, involving 
special hygiene precautions. But 
according to Mrs Holbrook, her hus¬ 
band’s nurse told her she didn’t need 
to use either an apron or gloves when 
tending to him. 

When blood cultures revealed Mr 
Holbrook had contracted MRSA, an 
incident report recorded it was likely 
the bug had been caused by the 
changing of an intravenous tube by 
unsupervised medical students. 

Mr Holbrook’s heart then began to 
suffer as a result of the septicaemia 
but despite the fact he needed close 
monitoring, the investigation found 
vital signs were sometimes not 
recorded by staff. 

Concerned by the rapid deteriora¬ 
tion of his heart, doctors recommend¬ 
ed an electric shock treatment 


designed to reset the heart to a nor¬ 
mal rythym but Mr Holbrook was ini¬ 
tially reluctant. When he changed his 
mind on the morning of November 
26, Mrs Holbrook immediately info¬ 
rmed staff but it was not until the car¬ 
diologist attended her husband as part 
of his scheduled rounds that doctors 
knew of his decision. 

Although he was given initial 
treatment the same morning, he died 
later that day without ever undergo¬ 
ing the procedure. 

Mrs Holbrook’s legal representa¬ 
tive - David Kerry of the medical 
negligence team at Harlow-based 
firm Attwater - said hospital staff had 
been responsible for an “appalling 
catalogue of errors”. 

“Mr Holbrook was a sick man 
when he was admitted to hospital and 
suffered greatly as a result of the 
treatment he received there,” he said. 
“The ombudsman’s report listed sig¬ 
nificant failures by the hospital. 
Their own action plan reviewing the 


circumstances admits a number of 
failures.” 

A trust spokeswoman said lessons 
had been learned and significant 
improvements had been made to 
patient safety since Mr Holbrook’s 
death. 

“While the ombudsman did not 
find significant failures in Mr 
Holbrook’s medical treatment, a full 
investigation was undertaken by the 
trust after his death to ascertain 
where lessons could be learned,” she 
said. 

“Although it could not be estab¬ 
lished how Mr Holbrook contracted 
MRSA, following that investigation 
we acknowledged failures in Mr 
Holbrook’s care and improved 
processes and staff training to avoid 
any recurrence of this incident. 

“We are now nationally recognised 
as having one of the lowest MRSA 
rates in the country, a fundamental 
measure in ensuring good patient 
safety.”

Unionisation of the larger companies 
ensured the job attracted at least a 
reasonable level of pay, but more than that 
the job carried a status and was sought 
after. Because of this, there was a lower 
level of staff turnover than now, many 
drivers spending many years or their 
whole working lives with one of the 
larger companies. 

Working conditions had to be relatively 
good - and the job secure - to achieve 
this. Bus companies could afford to be 
more selective when recruiting while a 
high level of supervision both on the road 
and at garage level maintained high 
standards of operation and discipline. 

All this changed in the 1980s when the 
government, determined to drive down 
costs and subsidies, introduced legislation

forcing compulsory competitive 
tendering. The company tendering the 
lowest won the contract but had to reduce 
their costs in order to do this and to keep 
the tender. 

Working conditions and wages went into 
a downward spiral from which they have 
never recovered. Inspectors disappeared, 
garage maintenance facilities were 
reduced or completely done away with 
and drivers had to become vehicle 
cleaners as well. Vehicle ages began to 
lengthen alarmingly, with an increasing 
number of decrepit and obsolete buses 
working well past their sell-by date. 
Although London was also affected by 
much of this, even the government of the 
day shrank back from allowing the free- 
for-all to extend there and a modicum of 
control over operations and 
standards was allowed to remain. 
The boundary of this control 
stopped (and still stops) well short 
of Harlow, though. 

The end result is that bus driving is 
no longer a sought after, stable and 
long-term career but has become 
more of a last resort when nothing 
better is available. The job carries 
no social status whatsoever 
anymore. 

The pay is poor when one 
considers the amount of 
responsibility carried and the basic 
working week has lengthened 
considerable from the level reached 
when I was employed in the 
industry.

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New service 
helping PAH 
to transform 
patient care 

A NEW service which has helped 
thousands of people avoid 
unnecessary hospital admissions 
has “transformed” patient care. 
Since its launch last June, the 
ambulatory care service at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital has treated more than 
12,000 patients, preventing 
thousands of expensive and non- 
essential overnight stays. 

Staffed by specialist nurses and 
acute medicine consultants, the 
unit was set up to ease the strain 
on the accident and emergency 
department by evaluating and 
treating patients not requiring 
urgent care. 

Sam Elden-Lee, head of 
operations for the emergency 
department, said the service freed 
up beds for those in real need of 
hospital treatment. 

“For many, setting up the 
ambulatory care department was 
a step into the unknown, but we 
felt sure it would make a huge 
difference to patient care,” he 
said. “I can safely say it has. 

“The clinicians and consultants in 
the unit are specially trained to 
recognise those patients who, 
with targeted treatment, can be 
discharged home without being 
admitted to the hospital 
overnight. 

“It’s better for the patient and it 
allows the trust to admit those 
patients that really need the bed.”

POLICE working on a 
missing persons inquiry 
found more than they bar¬ 
gained for when they went 
to search farm units. 

For although they drew a 
blank on their investigation, 
they had stumbled across a 
cannabis factory. 

On Friday Philip Lloyd (48), 
of Jocelyns, Harlow, was jailed 
for 10 months after pleading 
guilty at Chelmsford Crown 
Court to growing cannabis at the 
farm in the village of Margaret 
Roding. 

The court was told that when 
officers arrived at the farm, 
Lloyd emerged from one of the 
units smoking a joint. 

The officers were then shown 
24 cannabis plants under a tent¬ 
like construction along with

irrigation equipment, lights and 
ventilation. 

Peter Gair, prosecuting, said 
the officers went to the farm on 
September 24 last year seeking 
evidence of a missing person. 

“They noted the defendant 
opening the door of a unit - he 
was smoking a cannabis reefer 
at the time - and when told by 
the officers they wanted to 
search the premises he said ‘I’d 
better show you then, as you’re 
here.’ 

“It was a reasonably sophisti¬ 
cated cannabis farm.” 

Lloyd, who had served a pre¬ 
vious prison sentence for impo¬ 
rting cannabis into Cyprus, said 
he had set it up to supply to 


friends who were unhappy at 
the cost of the drug. He intend¬ 
ed to sell if for £120 an ounce. 

However, he refused to tell 
police the names of the friends. 

Jailing Lloyd, recorder 
Francis Laird told him his pre¬ 
vious conviction for importing 
cannabis into Cyprus was an 
“aggravating feature.” 

He added : “You co-operated 
with police with the location 
but refused to name the people 
to whom you intended to sell.” 

Mr Gair had told the judge 
that Lloyd had 20 previous con¬ 
victions for 63 offences. 

The court was told had 
smoked cannabis for a long 
time but was now being urged 
to break his addiction by his 
long-standing partner.

I T wasn’t just a good 
education and sporting 
prowess that some pupils 
took away from Harlow 
Common CoE School. For one 
Harlow couple it also 
provided the spark for a long 
and happy marriage. 

Fred and Una Bard, of Perryfield, 
Matching Green, will celebrate their 
own diamond jubilee next year. 

Both were pupils at the Church 
Road school in the 1930s and 
1940s, starting at the age of five and 
leaving at 14. 

According to Fred (now 84), they 
were aware of each other during 
their school days but there was little 
chemistry, between them. 

“Una made no impact on me then,” 
he said. “She was in the year below 
and although I knew of her I didn’t 
see her as anything other than a 
school peer. 

“It wasn’t until after school when 
we both started working at Clark’s 
Bakers in Potter Street that we 
started courting.” 

Among Fred and Una’s most vivid 
memories of their early school days 
was the milk. “The cost was a 
ha’penny in old money per day for a 
third of a pint which came in a 
bottle with a straw,” he said. “We 
remember this well because neither 
of us particularly liked milk then. 
“The other thing we didn’t like was 


the bucket toilets.” 

Fred added that he and Una shared 
many recollections of their 
headmaster, Charles Crouch. 

“Mr Crouch was most particular,” 
he said. “He would carry out a close 
inspection every morning and insist 
that shoes or boots should be 
absolutely clean, as well as 
punctuality being strictly adhered to. 
“Failure to be punctual in the 
absence of good reason was 
punished by having to write out the 
words ‘Punctuality is the politeness 
of princes’. Very bad behaviour 
would be punished by the use of a 
slipper across the backside. 

“Mr Crouch was also a very keen 
sportsman and gardener. I remember 
we had an allotment where we grew 
vegetables and also that the game of 


marbles was popular. The big glass 
ones were considered particularly 
valuable.

Thug struck victim 
with a snooker cue

A THUG who attacked a man 
in his own home with a snook¬ 
er cue has been jailed. 

Bradley Stantiford (36), of 
Adams House, Harlow, target¬ 
ed Sam Jones (21) after seeing 
him with a man he claimed 
owed him money, St Albans 
Crown Court heard. 

Mr Jones and Arron 
Wilkinson had been walking 
in Hertford in the early hours 
of May 23 when they spotted 
Mr Wilkinson’s former girl¬ 
friend Claire Hamilton lean¬ 
ing out of a window in a block 
of flats having a cigarette, 
prosecutor Isabel Delamere 
told the court. 

She said: “He [Mr 
Wilkinson] whistled at her and 
went into the flats but shortly 
afterwards came running out 
chased by the defendant. 

“Sam Jones did not run. It 
had nothing to do with him 
but the defendant came over 
and punched him to his left 
eye. He said: ‘Where’s Arron 
going? He is going to pay me. 
I want my money.’ 

“He hit Mr Jones again, 
causing his nose to bleed.” 

Mr Jones fled but stopped 
when Miss Hamilton called 
out to him. Stantiford then 
attacked him again, punching 
him in the face and breaking 
his glasses. 

The court heard Mr Jones 
returned to his flat in Ware 
and went to sleep, but later 
woke up to find both 
Stantiford and Miss Hamilton 
inside. The defendant 
demanded to know where Mr 
Wilkinson was and told Miss 
Hamilton to get a knife so he

could “gut” Mr Jones. 

She refused so Stantiford 
grabbed a snooker cue and hit 
Mr Jones leaving a large gash 
around his eye. Stantiford and 
Miss Hamilton then left and 
Mr Jones went to a neighbour 
who called an ambulance. 

He was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital and treat¬ 
ed for cuts and bruises. 

Stantiford pleaded guilty to 
causing grievous bodily harm, 
assault by beating and posses¬ 
sion of a Class A drug. 

The court was told that ear¬ 
lier this year Stantiford was 
made the subject of a five- 
year violent offenders’ ban¬ 
ning order preventing him 
from entering pubs and bars in 
Hertfordshire, Cambridge¬ 
shire, Bedfordshire and Essex. 

He had previous convic¬ 
tions for grievous bodily 
harm, actual bodily harm and 
having offensive weapons. 

Jailing him for two years 
and eight months, Judge 
Andrew Bright said: “You are 
a man who resorts to violence 
and the use of weapons at the 
drop of a hat.”

Rights and wrongs of unfair dismissal

H ERE at Harlow Welfare 
Rights & Advice we 
often receive enquiries from 
local residents who feel they 
may have been unfairly 
dismissed from their 
employment. 

In times of economic 
uncertainty and job 
insecurity, the right not to 
be unfairly dismissed 
becomes increasingly 
important. 

Unfair dismissal is one of 
the most widely known 
areas of employment law 
and makes up a very large 
proportion of claims taken 
to employment tribunals, 
but is often misunderstood. 
When advising people who 
have recently been 
dismissed we have to 
consider many factors. 

These include, for example, 
the reason for the dismissal 
and whether or not the 
employer followed a fair 
procedure. 

However, the first thing that 
needs to be considered is 
how long someone has been 


employed. 

In order to proceed with a 
normal claim for unfair 
dismissal in the majority of 
cases, an employee will need 
to have a qualifying period 
of service with that 
employer. 

When unfair dismissal 
protection was introduced 
in the 1970s this was six 
months. It was increased to 
two years in the 1980s and 
reduced to one year in the 
late 1990s. 

This means that in the 
majority of cases people will 
not be able to commence 
proceedings for unfair 
dismissal unless they have 
worked for their employer 
for a minimum period of 
one year. 

However, recent changes to 
employment law means that 
this period has now 
increased to a minimum of 
two years. This means that 
people who were employed 
on or after April 6 2012, 
may not be able to claim 
unfair dismissal unless they 


have had two years of 
service. 

Whilst the majority of 
people will need to have the 
requisite amount of service 
before being able to claim 
unfair dismissal, there are 
circumstances when a 
dismissal will be regarded 
as automatically unfair. 

In these special 
circumstances a dismissal 
will be deemed unfair 
irrespective of an 
employee’s length of service 
and a claim can be lodged 
from day one of your 
employment. 

Examples of automatically 
unfair dismissals are those 
that are related to 
pregnancy or occur because 
an employee has claimed 
that their employer has 
failed in some statutory 
obligation. 

If people consider that they 
may have been unfairly 
dismissed they should seek 
advice as soon as possible as 
there are strict time limits 
for making claims.

ONE of Harlow’s most successful

THE good old days when ET simply 
wanted to phone home are long gone. 

If aliens descend on Earth now they don’t want 
to sit contentedly in the basket of a child’s 
bicycle and soar serenely across a perfect 
moonlit sky. 

Instead they would much prefer to annihilate 
and conquer, preferably via a series of special 
effects-laden set pieces that reduce iconic 
landmarks to steaming piles of twisted metal. 

A 24-hour storage facility in south London is 
the epicentre of the destruction in Johannes 
Roberts's gore-slathered sci-fi horror. 

The building's labyrinthine corridors and 
snaking air ducts provide a suitably 
claustrophobic setting for the battle royale 
between a hideous extraterrestrial predator 
and a motley crew of ill-equipped human prey. 
The film opens with a suspected airplane crash 
which causes widespread panic and 
destruction. Metal crates are strewn among the 
debris, with nothing inside apart from a gooey 
residue slathered over the interior. 

Nearby, wise-cracking Charlie (Noel Clarke) 
and his best friend Mark (Colin O’Donoghue) 


arrive at a storage facility to collect some of 
Charlie’s belongings. A malfunctioning security 
system traps the young men inside the building 
with employee Jake (Alex Price) and 
electrician Bob (Geoff Bell), who attempt to 
reboot the mainframe and open the metal 
shutters. 

Meanwhile, Charlie and Mark head for a locker 
where they run into Charlie's embittered ex¬ 
girlfriend Shelley (Antonia Campbell-Hughes), 
her gal pal Nikki (Laura Haddock) and snarky 
pal Chris (Jamie Thomas King). As the former 
lovers trade insults, a growl reverberates 
through the building. 

Based on an original screenplay by leading 
man Clarke, Storage 24 is solid, entertaining 
but unremarkable genre fare littered with 
undernourished characters and predictable 
twists. 

The set-up is familiar, right down to the 
opening scenes of a nameless dog walker 
(Amy Pemberton) who follows her pet into a 
gloomy warehouse where something nasty 
lurks in the shadows. 

Clarke quips through the madness while his 
co-stars treat their predicament with utmost 
seriousness. Slick make-up effects and a 
couple of fizzing one-liners compensate for a 
paucity of edge-of-seat scares.

As a buyer you are in a powerful 
position, both in terms of the 
effect your buying decision will 
have on your own life, and on that 
of the person from whom you buy.

I T’S nice when a car gives you a 
pleasant surprise, but as prices 
climb it gets less and less likely 
that you’ll find something that feels 
worth more than the sum of its parts. 
But here’s an arrow to pierce the 
clouds of high-rolling disappointment 
and it comes in the shapely guise of 
the BMW 640d Gran Coupe. It’s a 
longer version of the 6 Series that was 
launched last October, with two extra 
doors and 13 cm of extra wheelbase to 
give rear passengers more room. 

It’s a natural born cruiser with a big 
footprint on the road and a choice of 
muscular engines. Here in Britain the 
309bhp straight six-cylinder diesel is 
expected to make up the vast majority 
of the sales so that’s the one to test, 
but there are also two petrol options. 
The first of the two, in the 640i, is a 
revvy straight-six with 316bhp but it 
can’t match the diesel for torque. 

Later this year deliveries will start of 
the 444bhp 650i V8 model, which 
will be capable of reasonable fuel 
economy and cruise missile 
performance. 

But there’s really very little to criticise 
about the diesel and an awful lot to 
shout about. There’s a lot of internet 
forum sniffiness about diesel being 
petrol’s poor and slightly backwards 
cousin but you can guarantee none of 


Comfort+ instead. One for the gadget 
fiends, that. 

In Sport mode the portly cruiser’s 
high-speed body control is superb and 
when tasked with a twisting country 
road it seems like it loses a good 
250kg of body weight at the entrance 
of the first corner and doesn’t find it 
again until you’re back on the straight 
and sedate. It’s no Lotus Elise, but the 
level of throttle adjustability and 
liveliness in the platform is laugh-out- 
loud good. 

Some of the options like ‘Comfort 
Access’ leave the average driver a bit 
non-plussed, but the problem for 
buyers is going to be the fact that so 
many of the extras are desperately 
desirable, like DAB radio, stunningly 
good LED headlights, Nappa leather 
seats, a reversing camera and a 
brilliant head-up display. 

It’ll be nigh-impossible to buy a 6 
Series with the spec you want at 
anything close to the list price. 

If you add a good 20 per cent on to 
account for options when considering 
how far your budget will stretch, the 6 
Series Gran Coupe is vying for the 
top spot in its class. It just does 
everything so staggeringly well and a 
real spark of life ignites within it 
through corners. 

BMW doesn’t expect to sell that 
many, but they deserve to be proved 
wrong.

the folks saying that have ever 
actually experienced this engine. 
Remember the first time you watched 
films like The Matrix or Inception ? 
This engine is the same kind of eye- 
opener that reshapes your perception 
of an entire genre.

Riding on 18-inch alloys it looks a 
tiny bit under-wheeled, but it rides 
with a fluidity and composure that the 
M Sport models have historically 
lacked, being stiffer and a little more 
jittery at times on the UK’s 
pockmarked roads. 

Larger upgrades are offered at a price, 
and on the SE they really don’t ruin 
the ride at all. The extra give in the 
chassis setup suits them perfectly. 

One thing to note is that the launch 
cars were spec’d up to the nines with 


- wait for it - a gut-wrenching 
£20,000 of options. That’s the price of 
an entire lightly used 320d M Sport. 
It’s a tremendous showcase for all the 
technology and luxury that BMW can 
offer on the 6 Series, but you might 
need to grow one or two extra noses 
to pay through. 

There’s one pricey option you really 
don't want to be without, though. 
Adaptive Drive will deprive you of 
£3,400 but provides a series of driving 
modes from Sport (with or without 
traction control) down to Comfort+ 
and Eco Pro, which optimises the 
drivetrain for fuel saving and gives a 
little readout of the range you’ve

Osagie (24) 

breezed through the 
Aviva Olympic Trials 
at Birmingham on 
Sunday, shown live 
on BBC2, and can 
now prepare to repre¬ 
sent Team GB at the 
London Olympics in 
August. 

It will be the first 
time the Harlow Athletic 
Club member has com¬ 
peted at an Olympic 
Games. 

But it was a week pre¬ 
vious to this meeting 
that Osagie encountered 
British sporting legend 
Ovett in New York after 
the Harlow favourite 
had competed in the 
Samsung Diamond 
Feague meeting in the 
United States. 

Who can forget 
Ovett’s long-distance 
rivalry with Sebastian 
Coe in the 1980 and 
1984 Olympics, when 
both presented Great 
Britain? 

Osagie, of 

Northbrooks, explained: 
“Steve was working for 
Australian television at 
the meeting and he 
came and found me in 
the hotel lobby. He told 
me ‘you’ve got some¬ 
thing; you’ve just got to 
keep going; you’ve got 
something. 

“Those few words 
probably mean more 
than an hour and a half’s 
conversation with a 
coach telling me, ‘this is 



the training to do’. 

“It’s someone who’s 
been there and done it. It 
was inspirational; it’s 
definitely spurred me on 
for the next five weeks.” 

Many in the athletic 
world have been aware 
of Osagie’s talent over 
the last two years, but he 
will now become one of 
the pin-up boys in 
Fondon this summer 
when collective British 
fingers will be firmly 
crossed as he bids to 
win a medal for the 
home nation. 

He has been tipped 
for a medal after coming 
home with a bronze 
medal at the World 
Indoor Athletics 

Championships in 
Turkey earlier this year. 


But he has a tough 
quest to overcome gold 
medal favourite and 
World Record holder 
David Rudisha. The 
Kenyan has previously 
clocked an astonishing 
1:41. 

Ovett claimed 

Olympic gold in 
Moscow in 1980, 
defeating his close rival 
Coe. His grace, speed 
and power are attributes 
that Osagie shares. 

The former 

Feventhorpe School stu¬ 
dent barely broke sweat 
as he gave his close GB 
rival Michael Rimmer - 
the European 

Championship silver 


medallist in 2010 - a 
lesson in 800m running 
at the Olympic Trial. 

Osagie is the only 
Great Britain runner to 
make the Olympic qual¬ 
ifying time of 1:45 this 
year. 

Osagie himself is 
looking to build on his 
excellent form this year 
and follow in the foot¬ 
steps of his heroes Ovett 
and Coe. 

He added: “Of course 
what they achieved puts 
pressure on the genera¬ 
tions that follow, but I 
love pressure. 

“I love competing. I 
love racing. I love pres¬ 
sure. That’s why I’m in 


the sport. There’s noth¬ 
ing better than overcom¬ 
ing a challenge. 

“They are big foot¬ 
steps [Coe and Ovett] - 
they’ve done every¬ 
thing. It’s a great inspi¬ 
ration for me. That was 
a big buzz for me [those 
words from Ovett] com¬ 
ing into this week and 
Crystal Palace [Osagie’s 
next event]. 

“No matter what I’m 
in, I’m going to be fol¬ 
lowing in their footsteps 
- county champs or 
winning the Olympics. 

“All I can do is to 
take that information on 
board and use it in my 
races in the future.” 


Nightmare journey hinders Watts in Trials 


FACED against the likes of 
Great Britain Olympians 
Christian Malcolm and Marlon 
Devonish, Harlow-born sprint¬ 
er Sam Watts failed to make the 
200m final at the Olympic 
Trials. 

Watts had endured a night¬ 
mare journey up to the event in 
Birmingham as the car he was 
travelling up in broke down. 

A pick-up truck eventually 
escorted him to Birmingham 


after waiting two hours on a 
grass verge. 

Watts’ mother Pam said: “Bit 
stressful as you can imagine.” 

The former Feventhorpe 
School student then struggled 
to find his top form in the heat. 

He has battled to overcome 
an ankle injury that hindered 
his winter training and has had 
a knock-on effect on his per¬ 
formance this summer. 

Rain marred Watts’ heat on 


what was otherwise a sunny day 
at the event in Birmingham on 
Sunday. 

He was third in his heat in a 
time of 21.36s, still failing to 
break that elusive 21-second 
barrier. 

This time was not quick 
enough to make it through to 
the final. 

James Ellington won this 
heat and went on to win in the 
final, nailing a spot in the Great 


Britain team for the Olympics. 

Ellington made headlines 
when he ‘sold himself’ on eBay 
for about £30,000 to help him 
pay for his coaching and train¬ 
ing. 

Christian Malcolm came sec¬ 
ond in the final and also quali¬ 
fied for Olympics. Devonish 
was 4th and has not qualified 
for the Olympics, neither did 
Watts’ friend Danny Talbot who 
came third.

British Judo Association can be 
tyrannical and can get away with it. 
There is no comment as it’s a minor 
sport.” 

He added: “It hurts massively because 
I had the best chance of a medal. I 
have gone to events without their 
support, but I would like to thank 
everybody who has supported me in 
Harlow. I would like to thank the 
people who campaigned for me.” 
Friends and family in Harlow had 
launched a campaign to get Cousins 
reinstated. 

Cousins claimed there was favouritism 
by the BJA.

He added: “It’s a bitter end to a 
pleasing career.” 

Cousins has not ruled out going for the 
Commonwealth Games at Glasgow in 
2014 but added: “It is difficult to 
combine training for that and doing a 
career in something like the police or 
fire service.” 

Cousins suffered heartache with an 
early exit in the Beijing Olympics and 
had hoped to make amends in the 
capital in August. 

Reconstructive knee surgery and a 
shoulder injury had left him on the 
sidelines for much of the last two years, 
but he has been in superb form this 
year. 

Cousins was also disappointed for 
Pitman. He said: “The other girl beat 
her at the British Open, but Faith has 
got more world points and 
international results than the other girl 
at the time of the selection. It’s 
heartbreaking for her.” 

Pitman had needed to beat her close 
rival Gemma Howell in the final of the 
British Championships earlier this 
year, but returned with the silver 
medal. 

However, there was a GB call-up for 
Edinburgh-based Sally Conway. 

Her father Mark runs The Edge 
Martial Arts Studios in The Stow, 
Harlow. 

But British Judo will surely regret its 
decision to snub Cousins.

ANDREW Osagie simply blew 
his rivals away as he ensured he 
was the first 800m runner to 
qualify for the Great Britain 
team and make his Olympic 
Games debut in London in 
August. 

Proudly wearing his Harlow 
Athletic Club vest, Osagie left the 
country - and millions watching live 
on BBC2 - in no doubt that he has a 
great chance of capturing a medal 
for Britain in the Olympics.

Osagie, from Northbrooks in Harlow, 
kicked on with 150 metres to go and his 
closest rival over the last few years, the 
European Championships 2010 silver 
medallist Michael Rimmer, simply could

not compete with his speed and power. 

Delight was etched on Osagie’s face as 
he flicked a ‘V’ for victory sign as he 
crossed the line. 

Osagie, now World No.7, said after¬ 
wards: “It has been completely different 
this year to last year. The pressure was on 
Michael [Rimmer] last year, but this year 
it has been on me. All you can take from 
these races is experience. Sometimes you 
have a good race, sometimes you have a 
bad race. 

“At the moment I am learning from 
that. I can just put myself in the position 
where I can do well. This is different to 
any other championships. There is big 
pressure.” 

He also had praise for his fans, friends 
and family back home in Harlow. “I just 
want to say thank you to all my friends 
and family back home in Harlow. Thanks 
to everyone for your support,” he said. 

Osagie has enjoyed a phenomenal 


2012 where he has built on his progress 
over the last two years. 

This culminated in a bronze medal at 
the World Indoor Championships in 
Turkey earlier this year. 

At Birmingham he was behind 
Welshman Gareth Warburton, but 
remained in second place throughout 
after a bumpy start when Mohammed 
was forcefully pushed by the Harlow 
man and Rimmer. 

Osagie went into the lead just past the 
halfway point. However, it was his turn 
of pace with 150m to go which his rivals 
simply could not compete with. 

He even had time to look over his 
shoulder yards from the home straight to 
tell him what everyone else already knew 
- that he was going to the Olympics for 
the first time ever. 

None of the other Great Britain hope¬ 
fuls in Sunday’s final had managed to 
crack the Olympic qualifying standard 
time, so Osagie is the only 800m runner 
to definitely get the OK for August. 


Harlow athlete shows pressure's no burden 


ANDREW Osagie admitted he 
was feeling the pressure but 
it clearly did not have any 
impact on his race as he 
qualified for the Olympic 
Games in style at Birmingham 
on Sunday. 

"There was a lot of pressure 
on this weekend not just on 
me but anyone trying to make 
the team I'm glad I was in the 
position coming into these 
trials where I had the A 
standard the only thing that 


worried me was the little red 
number I had on my front and 
back [the red indicates 
rankings leader]. I'm pleased 
to have won. 

"To come away with the win 
was the next step - to go to 
the Olympics. I needed to 
cope with the pressure and 
make the team." 

His time of 1 minute 46.89 
seconds was nearly a second 
quicker than his nearest rival. 
Speaking to the Star after 


the race, he said: "I feel 
really good, I've ran and won 
the race. I've only won two 
races this year in 2012, 
believe it or not, one was 
yesterday and one was 
today." 

The Harlow Athletic Club 
member will now take a 
three-week break before his 
next race, which will be just a 
couple of weeks before he 
represents Great Britain in 
Stratford in front of a hopeful 


home nation at his Olympics 
debut. 

"I've got three weeks now 
before my next race in 
Crystal Palace. I'll try and get 
some training in, that was 
always the plan," he 
explained. 

"I've kind of trained through 
these Champs, then [I'll] 
train through Crystal Palace 
and hopefully improve my 
time at Crystal Palace.

JUDO player Peter 
Cousins was furious with 
the British Judo 
Association after he was 
suprisingly left out of the 
team for this summer’s 
Olympic Games in 
London. 

Faith Pitman - the 
partner of Peter’s twin 
brother Thomas - was 
also snubbed in the U- 
63kg category. 
Thirty-one-year-old 
Cousins - who competed 
in the U-lOOkg event at 


the Beijing Olympics in 
2008 - had battled back 
from injury and an 
operation and had high 
hopes of making the 
showpiece, but missed 
out to fellow Englishman 
James Austin, based in 
Edinburgh. 

Cousins had defeated 
Austin in the final of the 
British Open in May - 
the second time he had 
comprehensively beaten 
his rival in the last five 
months. 


Cousins said: “I beat 
James Austin when I won 
the British Open in 
Crawley the day before 
the selection and I won 
the trials in Sheffield in 
January. 

“I also beat James Austin 
four times in European 
events. 

“It’s the wrong decision. 

I should be going and it 
hurts a lot not to be in 
the home games. The
